Rev. John P. Egan, 
and sufficient deletions have been made with the exception 
of serial 100-465863-1. Page 5, paragraph 3, pertains to 
information furnished by NK 3284-S who furnished 
information until June, 1972, and identity was not 
disclosed. It is noted that the information pertains 
to an autobiographical diary type theme that requestor 
distributes to his friends; however, it is not known the 
amount of distribution and this release could possibly 
identify source. This also applies to page 6, paragraph 4, 
page 7 and page 8, paragraphs 1, 2, and 3. 

Information concerning the requestor which appears 
on the following serials in the paragraphs listed are not 
classifiable.
